Into revers*, into first, and even 
from first to second, there is no need 
of the free-wheeling principle, for 
there is very little clashing of gears at 
these speed changes. It was oniy when 
a novice had to shift from second to 
high, and more particularly from high 
to second, that the terrible noise and 
costly consequences ensued.

Further to make driving easier for 
us, and just as belated—from the ex- 
pert’s viewpoint—as the free-wheellag 
device, is that silent gear arrangement 
known as “syncro-mesh.” ‘That, too 
would have been quite welcome when 
we were learning to drive.

Severest Conditions

Fate and the weather man _ con- 
spired to make things about as diffi- 
cult’ as possible for the Dodge Fight 


Mileage Marathon car on its first two 
round trips across the country but, in 
Spite of disastrous storms, landslides, 
and torrential rains, the Marathon 
ear kept on going. A 60-mile detour 
over railroad ties, running two days 
through muck and mud in the south- 
west with chains on all tour wheels 
pulling a score or more of other cars 
out of its muddy path and ploughing 
through the great desert wastes with 
the thermometer sizzling at 105 and 
107. 11, the shade are some of the diffi- 
culties that were encountered by the 
Marathon car and its intrepid drivers 
in less than 30 days after they had 
pulled away from the Dodge factory 
on the start of the greatest automo- 
bile mileage feat of all time 


Returning from the Pacific Const 
on the last leg of the second trip, the 
Marathon car encountéred heavy 


rains starting near Needles, California 
For more than twa days, through Ari- 
zona and New Mexico, the downpour 
continued almost constantly, changing 
the highways into rivers of mud and 
muring cars by the dozen all along the 
route. At one time it became necets- 
sary for the Marathon car to pull out 


24 other cars that had become stuck 
in the mud and were blocking the 
road, At another point where the road 
was impassable, the drivers of the 
Marathon car had to back up a dis- 
tance of several miles. It was, of 
course, impossible to maintain any-

500 miles a day

MANY STOCK 


SHARES RISE 
DURING WEEK 


Marked Firmness Exhibit- 
ed on Canadian Stock 
Exchanges

By THOMAS C. THOMPSON 
TORONTO, Aug. 30, — Leading 
shares on Canadian stock markets this 
week displayed a noticeable tendency 


to rise to higher price levels, Absence 
of important constructive develop- 
ments in trade and industry tended 


to make their advance somewhat tr- 
regular, but on the whole a_marked 
firmness Was exhibited. Brazilian 
‘Traction, International Nickel and 
Canadian Pacific Railway shares were 
the outstanding leaders in this up- 
ward movement. 

Many factors combined to influence 
trading activities. Not the least im- 


portant was aggressive buying of 
shares on the New York Stock Ex- 
change, which on Friday, reached 


proportions that drove many of the 
“shorts” to cover their commitments 
prior to thel ong week-end holiday. 
In addition, reports of increased steel] 
mill activity and growing confidence 
over the prospect of trade recovery, 
exerted an encouraging influence on 
the minds of investors and traders 
In Canada, increased building activity 
was reporied and there was minor im- 
provements in wholesale and ret 
trade. The wheat situation show 
little if any betterment, however, and 
automobile production tn the Domin- 
jon was xounced at the lowest level 
of the year 

By far the most outstanding feature 
of the week was the return of Inter- 
national Nickel to its traditional role 
of market leader. Sales of nickel at 
Toronto and Montreal reached sub- 
siantially higher volume than was 
witnessed ip recent weeks and Nicltel 
rosed uring the latter half of the week 
to close at 24 compared with 22% 
a week ago. “

Girls of Province To Give 
Scholarship At .University 


W. I. Clubs Undertake New Project; $100 Will Be 


Awarded to Household Economics Student 
By JEAN BLEWETT, JR. + — —- 


At the 1930 convention of the Al- 
berta Women’s Institute Girls’ Clubs, 
held at Mount Royal College, Calgary. 
what will undoubtedly prove the most 
important project of the club to date 
was undertaken. Each year a really 
surprising total is reached in the 
money expended by individual clubs 
for the furtherance of worthy causes 
This year the first step has been taken 
towards a provincial administra- 
tion of this money. This is the schol- 
arship voted to students of household 
economics at the University of Alber- 
to. The amount of the scholarship 
$100, was decided at the convention 
but the conditions for its award were 
left In the hands of a committee head- 
ed by Miss Wanda Tolley, president 


and official delegate of the Milk River | 


Club. These conditions have now been 
determined and the wording of the 
award announced as follows. 
For Highest Standing 

The Women's Institute Girls’ Club 
Scholarship, of the value of $100.00 
will be awarded to the student taking 
the highest standing in the courses 
Household Economics 1, 2 and 3, as 
outlined for study in the second year 
of the school of household economics, 
provided that the student's standjng 
in other courses of fhat year is satis- 
factory. Further, the award will be 
contingent upon the student proceed- 
ing with the work of the third year 
and will be paid only after the student 
has been in actual attendance in the 
third year of her course 

That this first attempt at provincial 
direction of club expenditures should 
take the form of a scholarship in 
household economics is eloquent, For 
years clever and foresighted women 
have realized that the building up and 
maintaining of a home is not a hap- 
hazard business, but is, rather, a field 
in which efficiency and training are 
of paramount importance. But in 
spite of the vision of these women, 
the great majority of girls have look- 
ed upon the thing that was, in most 
cases, to be their life work, as a job 
for which they would no doubt find 
some special aptitude when necessity 
called it forth. The more provident 
learned to cook and felt that this 
training was ample. The real prob- 
lems of budgeting, marketing and 
household management remained for 
some of them not only unsolved, but 
entirely unrealized. Even aiter years 
of fruitless struggic with them, That 
an organization such as the W, I. G 
C., representing, as it does, a cross- 
section of the Alberta girls’ life, both 
rural and urban, should decide on 
such a course, seems to point to a 
rather general realization of the im- 
portance of this study. High school 
and university students, office girls 
and other working girls, were all pres- 
ent at the convention, yet in spite of 
these varied elements, the vote in 


favor of the scholship was unani- | 


mous. 
Wider Vision 

It is also significant that the or- 
ganization has com? at lest to a con- 
ception of certain prov ial projects 
undertaken in addition to the local 
work of each club. In 1929 when It 
was decided to print a convention 
magazine, it was hoped that this 
would prove a step in the direction of 
@ More active provincial organization 
since it necessitated the co-operation 
of the whole province under the dl- 
rection of a central staff. In certain 


respects the compilation,and distri- | 


bution of the megazine did prove a 
bond between the individual organi 
zations, but in other ways it was ra- 
ther disappointing. It seemed to lack 
a certain community of interest and 
aim, This will no doubt be furnished 
by the scholarship project since it 
will require the attentio nand assis- 
tance of every active club in the prov- 
ince, The shere of the expense of 
this project to be born by each club 
will be determined by the provincial 
executive using the proportion of the 
total provincia! dues paid by each or- 
ganization as a basis for this assess- 
ment and the whole organized into 
a fund
